St. Loots —CR— Members of the 


•United 
Automobile 
Workers of 


America went on strike today at 
General Motors' Chevrolet-Fisher 
Body plant but their walkout did 
not stop operations. 


Delmond Garst, secretary of the 


St. Louis local of the union, esti- 
mated 3,000 workers had gone on 
strike. He said they had decided 
against a "stay-in" demonstration 
in the belief they could shut down 
the plant by remaining outside. 


Vincent M, Dirkes, manager of 


the Fisher Body division, issued a 
statement the plant would continue 
to operate as long as possible. He 
said 1,000 of his unit's 2,275 em- 
ployes had reported for work and 
one assembly line was being oper- 
ated. 


Flint, Mich.—(3^-Seven hundred 


officers and men of the 126th infan- 
try carrying full combat equipment, 
detrained here today, prepared to 
carry out Governer Frank Mur- 
phy's orders to "preserve peace and 
order" in this automotive 
center 


where bloody rioting marked the 
General Motors strike Monday. 


At almost the same time Gover- 


nor Murphy sought to bring repre- 
sentatives of both sides to the con- 
troversy together in a meeting at 
the state capital tomorrow. 
Flint's civilian population, greet- 


ing national guardsmen' for 
the 


first time in such a .situation, view- 
ed the arrival of the troops with 
outward relief. The soldiers, jnfant- 
rymen. artillerymen and cavalry, 
were the first .of a concentration of 
appoximately 
2,000 
guardsmen," 


•who, the governor said, would pro- 
tect the rights of both strikers and 
the general public. 


On the troop train arriving this 


morning were companies from Ad- 
rian, .. Kalamazoo, 
Grand ,.', Rapids, 


Coldwater, Big Rapids, Grand Hav- 
en and Ionia. Another contingent 
previously had arrived from Adrian 
by truck. 


Strikers Comfortable

caps and uniform coats belonging 
to company guards. 


Murphy requested William S. 


Knudsen, General Motors execu- 
tive vice president- and Somer Mar- 
tin, president of the United "Auto- 
mobile Workers of America, each 
accompanied by two associates, to 
meet in Lansing at 11 a. m. (E.S.T.) 
tomorrow with the governor and 
James F. Dewey, federal Iab5r con- 
ciliator. 


Pending the outcome of this con-

Loan 'Mistake' 


Financier Admits Error of 


Firm in Underwrit- 


ng Note 


Washington—CR—Joseph R.' Swan, 


former president of the Guaranty 
company, a New York investment 
firm, told senate investigators to- 
day "it is clear we made a mistake" 
in underwriting a $30,000,000 real 
estate note issue for the late Van 
Sweringen brothers of Cleveland. 


Chairman Wheeler (D-Mont.) of 


the senate railroad finance invest- 
igating committee had charged the 
public lost 515.758,004 of the $30,- 
000,000 it invested in the notes. 


Swan testified he had never seen 


a balance sheet of the Cleveland 
Terminal Building company, one of 
the Van Sweringen firms involved 
in the real estate development. 


Asserting "it is clear we made a 


mistake" in deciding to 
under- 


write the note issue, Swan said: 


"But we do think we did it after 


careful, diligent investigation and 
using our best judgment." 


The company's officers had re- 


peatedly advised with Harold Stan- 
ley, a partner in Morgan, Stanley 
and Company, he added. 


He blamed the decline in value of 


the notes, on "the greatest finan- 
cial collapse in history," adding 
that "we didn't foresee what was 
going to happen." 


The notes were issued in 1930, 


Swan testified, after his company 
had twice rejected proposals for 
financing the Van Sweringen real 
estate 'enterprises prior to the 1929 
market crash.

Green Bay —OF)— The future of 


the dairy industry in Wisconsin 
will depend upon what Wisconsin 
dairy farmers do in the way of 
dairy herd improvement and crop 
management within the four line 
fences of their farms; •what chang- 
es take place in farming in other 
parts of'the United States, partic- 
ularly in the form of dairy expan- 
sion: and what happens to the mar- 
ket for dairy products, as deter- 
mined by the size of the urban pay- 
roll, and an increasing preference 
of consumers for dairy products in 
their diet. Dean' C. L. Christensen 
of the University of Wisconsin Col- 
lege of Agriculture told-more than 
2,000 farmers assembled in the Col- 
umbus Community club ajuditorium 
here this afternoon.

Mattson's flower-banked casket to- 
day shielded from the gaze of his 
sorrowing- family the brutal wounds 
he suffered at the hands of a kid- 
naper and slayer. 


Hundreds 
of 
officers 
hunted 


throughout the Pacific northwest 
for the kidnaper of the 10-year-old 
Tacoma boy as Dr. and Mrs. W. W. 
Mattson prepared for the ordeal of 
the funeral services at 1 p. m. (Pa- 
cific standard time) 'today. 


Details of the 
boy's 
wounds, 


learned at a closely guarded autop- 
sy, were withheld entirely 
from 


Mrs. Mattson and from the two re- 
maining children, William, 16, and 
Muriel, 14, friends said. No an- 
nouncement of what the 
autopsy 


showed was made by federal agents 
or by physicians who conducted it. 


One stab wound from the back 


almost pierced the body, but missed 
vital organs^-and left Charles in 
torture before his kidnaper final- 
ly dispatched him, the San Francis- 
co Chronicle said in a copyrighted 
Tacoma dispatch. 


Fought For Life 


The autopsy also indicated the 


boy fought fiercely, the newspaper 
said, "probably in an attempt to es- 
cape from an abductor who sub- 
jected him to "fearful inhumani- 
ties," fed him barely enough food 
to keep alive and provided no pro- 
tection against the bitter cold. 


"Death," the dispatch said, "had 


occurred possibly six days before 
the frozen body was discovered." 


A man who became frightened 


and ran away from a ne\vstand was 
sought in the vicinity of San Ber- 
nardino, Calif. 


The search was as intense as it 


was wide, federal agents check- 
ing from house to house in the Ta- 
coma area.

Can't Obtain Ju^t Verdict 
By Collective Bargaining 


In taking this position Mr Martin 


is in effect saying that he does not 
belie\e that he can obtain by col- 
lective bargaining what he regards 
as a just verdict,—unless the union 
has the physical power to stop the 
industry. So while Mr. Martin says 
that he uish.es to negotiate with 
Mr. Sloan he also says that he does 
not trust Mr. Sloan to negotiate;

But -what redress has Mr. Sloan if 
the union presents uhat Mr. Sloan 
regards as an unreasonable de- 
mand and then refuses to yield 
to evidence and argument? It is un- 
reasonable. Mr. Martin is asking 
the company to give up its in- 
dubitable legal rights in order to 
enter a negotiation in which the 
union can coerce the company but 
in which the company cannot co- 
erce tne union. 


It is plain, I think, that this issue 


has arisen ndw because of the dis- 
trust accumulated from the past. 
Though the management and tae 
union both profess to believe in the 
principle of collective bargaining, 
in fact they have not acquired the 
habit of mind which alone makes 
collective bargaining possible. For 
that there as no remedy 
except 


practice in collective bargaining it- 
self just as among nations there is 
no remedy for armed diplomacy 
except the practice of peaceable 
negotiations. At the moment the 
law and reason are with Mr. Sloan. 
But what Mr. Sloan must be con- 
ceined about, and with him the pub- 
lic generally, 'is the fact that this 
issue should have arisen at all. It 
should not have arisen. 
Successful Diplomacy Does 
Not Mean Finding Who's Wrong 


For successful diplomacy does not 


consist in deciding who is right in 
waging a war It consists in not 
havinp to make that decision bp- 
cause the war has been aveited Mr 
Martin is wrong in nil present posi- 
tion and he must be told that h* ii 


wrong. But Mr. Sloan, being in- 
terested in operating General Mo- 
tors rather than in winning a de- 
bate, will do well to recognize that 
the reason Mr. Martin is afraid to 
negotiate freely is that he and Mr 
Sloan have not acquired the habit of 
negotiating with one another. The 
way to acquire that habit is to

The far-sighted policy, therefore, 


is to make a compromise on the 
question of the strikers in the fac- 
tories in order to get negotiations 
under way. 
I realize that this 


means a concession which might. 
say in a public utility, be quite 
impossible For the public can nev- 
er, I feel sure, admit that any body 
of workers may take possession of 
property and hold it for ransom 
But Mr. Sloan's task is not to settle 
the whole industrial problem of the 
United States 
He may leave that 


problem to the government and the 
public for treatment as and when it 
arises. 
Main Objective Should Be 
To Lift Labor Relations 


Mr. Sloan's task is to operate Gen- 


eral Motors, and to do that his main 
objective should be to lift its labor 
relations from the level of ultimata 
and coercion to that of negotiation 
bargaining and impartial adjudica- 
tion. The way to do that is to put 
his emphasis not on abstract prin- 
ciples and legal rights but on ways 
and means for inaugurating a new 
tradition of consultation with his 
men. 
It can be done. Other em- 


plojers have done it. He should 
have enough confidence in the dis- 
cernment and in the fairness of the 
public to believe that his essent:a 
rights will be safeguarded. 


The General Motors strike must 


have brought it home to many how 
primitive is our whole system of in- 
dustrial relations. 
Here, for ex- 


ample, are we, men writing edi- 
torial comment on the affair, com- 
pelled to set ourselves up as more 
or less self-appointed judge of an 
extremely complex issue, and all 
that we have to go on are the ex- 
parte statements of advocates on 
both sides I know how inherently 
ridiculous it is that men like my- 
self sitting at a desk in New York 
or San Francisco, should attempt to 
disentangle the rights and wrongs 
of a dispute which has its center in 
Michigan and extends into thirty- 
five communities. 
But certainly 


the press cannot stand by and let 
the contending parties rum one an- 
other and injure the country as a 
whole, nor would the public inter- 
est be served by enlisting as a par- 
tisan of one side and then denounc- 
ing the other. That is easy jour- 
nalism 
It saves a lot of trouble 


and it does not displease the par- 
tisans on both sides. But it is not. 
I believe, the way to exercise the 
functionsxpf a press in a free coun- 
try. 
' 'Tis AH One as if They Should 
Make His Foot the Standard' 


Yet the development of public 


opinion ought not to depend so 
much on the discernment of re- 
porters and on the conscience of 
editorial commentators. 
For. as 


Selden said of equity in the seven- 
teenth century when it depended 
on the Chancellor's conscience: "Tis 
all one as if they should make his 
foot the standard. . . . One Chan- 
cellor has a long foot, another a 
short foot, another an indifferent 
foot: 'tis the same thing in the 
Chancellor's conscience " The con- 
science of the public needs assist- 
ance if it is to deal justly and ef- 
fectively with industrial relations, 
and there should be some recog- 
nized and respected way of analyz- 
ing these ex-parte statements; that 
task cannot be done satisfactory by 
newspaper men in the first instance 
and then by suburban commuters 
at the breakfast table 


It is a proper function of gov- 


ernment to erect tribunals where 
issues can be judged by men trained 
by long experience in judging them. 
It is not necessary and it is not de- 
sirable at this stage of our devel- 
opment that these tribunals should 
have power to enforce their deci- 
sions. There is no recognized body 
of customary law in this field and 
until one has been evolved, it is bet- 
ter to rely upon tht fore* of public

New York—The annual report of the veterans' bureau always brings a 


sly and somewhat plaintive .reminder that there are still persons on the 
pension rolls whose claim on the national gratitude goes back to the war 
of 1812. This year there are only two, the widow of Darius King and the 
daughter of John Hill, privates in the New York Staje militia. 
_ • 


However, the Civil war pension list, though di- 


minishing, is still reckoned in stalwart ^gures, and 
the veterans of '93 and the World war h'ave scarcely 
begun to collect. They .will be meeting the postman 
on the first of the month for many years to come— 
they and their widows and children and dependant 
cousins and aunts. Probably when the rolls of the 
World war finally are closed at the death of the last 
monegenarian daughter of a man who guarded a 
reservoir, it will be found that the American soldiers 
of the. world war eventually drew more pay per day 
of active -service than the established rate for the 
commander-in-chief of the A.E.F. 


This will count the discharge"" bonus, the various

state bonuses, the pensions for -real and imaginary 


disabilities, including baldness and total and permanent fatigue, and the 
adjusted compensation. It will include, also, as time goes on, a refund 
of the money deducted from the adjusted compensation for interest. on 
premature payments, doubtless with compound interest at 6 per cent, 
and arrears of disability for unfortunates who succumbed not to the 
enemy but to lust. 


And later the pension rolls wil 


be opened to the mature sons and 
daughters, possibly even to nephew; 
and grand-children, of the braves 


For the most part this would be 


only in accordance with establish- 
ed custom, for the United States 
has always been lavish in this re- 
spect, but the soldiers of the big 
war 
undoubtedly will, introduce 


some specialties of their own. The 
American Legion and the V.F.W 
are not yet through demanding 
and the day of pensions for all is 
not far away. A nation which pays 
a pension .to the daughters of a 
soldier 125 years after the war 
even though that daughter mar- 
ried, can be relied on to do the 
right thing. 
Some May Object to 
This Type of Generosity 


There may be some who will ob- 


ject to this generosity, but a glance 
around will show that the people 
of the country have been even more 
kind to the descendants of-other pa- 
triots who fought the battles of 
speculation, promotion and trade. • 


Old Peter Widener, of Philadel- 


phia, sold meat to the union armies, 
and his heirs are still receiving lav- 
ish rewards for this patriotic serv- 
ice 70 years after the war. The 
step-daughter of a current Widener 
.was the subject of a $50,000 debut 
only a week ago, and Mr. Joe Wid- 
ener, o£ Palm Beach and Miami, 
one of the richest Americans of his 
time, can trace his condition back 
to the shrewd course of old Peter. 


Off-liand, it may seem a bit thick 


that people should be asked to get 
up the money scores' of years after 
a war to .give, pensions to people 
who were not even born when the 
war was on. But it is only when 
this generosity is proposed for the 
kin of soldiers that objection is 
raised. Seldom is it argued that 
scores, even hundreds of descend- 
ants of the original Widener, of 
John D. Rockefeller, of J. P. Mor- 
gan and the staunch manufacturing 
patriots of New England have lived 
all these years in luxury on for- 
tunes which were founded in the 
rear.- 
Impossible To Reckon The 
Fig-ures In This Case 


There is no reckoning the amount 


of money -which has been earned 
by the labor of succeeding genera- 
tions' of American working people 
for the maintenance of countless 
Astors and Vanderbilts and Goulds 
at home and abroad. True, some of 
these fortunes were not 
exactly 


founded on the Civil war, but those 
which were .not established 
then 


were generously improved by the 
soldiers who then came home to de- 
mand pensions and preference in 
jobs for themselves and their rela- 


tives. 
But for the soldiers they 


would have been wiped out. 


Veterans of 
the 
Spanish • war 


sometimes point out that the war 
made incalculable .wealth for the 
nation as a whole, and that those 
who served ask little enough when 
they put in for pensions. This puts 
a rather sordid expression on the 
fair face of patriotism, but perhaps 
soldiers would be less ' ready 
to 


set a cash value on their devotion if 
patriots who serve otherwise felt 
the same way. 


It may be an imposition to ask 


pensions for married daughters of 
soldiers who ihave long since died, 
but the grand-daughters and grand- 
sons and all the jumbled confusion 
of distant relatives of the old-time, 
rough-and-tumble American finan- 
ciers set a difficult example.

"ENLIGHTENED INTERPRETATION" 


For one usually precise in his diag- 


nosis of public ills and prescription of 
suitable remedies, Walter Lippmann has 
advanced a curious sort of argument to 
support Mr. Roosevelt in his unannounced 
but, according to Mr. Lippmann, open 
purpose of having the 
supreme court 


through the medium of the expression 
"legitimately implied" powers confer up- 


" on congress and the President authority 


< the people have never given them. 


Mr. Lippmann says that only "by an 


enlightened interpretation" of the consti- 
tution and not by its amendment can the 
powers for social reform be safely de- 
veloped. 


We must recognize the expression "'en- 


. lightened interpretation" which we sus- 
"•pected of the expression "legitimately im- 
plied," as one employed to placate the 
people while they were being despoiled 


- of their rights. Because "enlightened in- 
~ terpretation" means no interpretation at 
" all but a forceful extraction of power for 


those to whom the power does not belong. 


Mr. Lippmann 
justifies this thinly 


veiled attack upon the power reposing in 
the people as essential because "no amend- 
ment can be drafted which widens the 
i powers of congress enough to validate 
all that the court outlawed and still pre- 
serve even a semblance of limitation on 
those powers." 


We are not prepared to surrender to 


this confession of defeat. No one that we 
know of has yet attempted to put into 
the form of an amendment the proposed 
rights which the Administration wishes 
but which have not been conferred upon 


* it by the people. To admit or allege that 


we cannot word such an amendment safe- 
ly is to exhibit a feeling of defeatism 
that would have been disastrous for us all 
had it prevaded that convention in Phil- 
adelphia in 1787 that had a much more 
difficult job in carving a nation literally 
out of the wilderness despite the petty 
jealousies of the 13 separate nations of 
which, it was to consist. 


The utmost candor is necessary in deal- 


ing with every constitutional question. If 
' there must be some brake upon congress 


*• and yet some concession of power too, and 
I it is the desire of the Administration that 
* that brake be the supreme court why 
\ should not the amendment specifically 
" so say? Then at least the people will un- 
"derstand that they have lodged power in 
^ the supreme court to control any wild 
- antics of an occasional congress instead 


'- of permitting politicians with unscrupu- 
j lous methods to belabor the supreme court 
«• as though, it were the means of preventing 
;' the people from obtaining the happy con- 
r elusion of their ambitions. 


For well over a century the supreme 


, court has been supplicated to succumb 
\ to ambition end embrace powers not 


granted to it These pleadings have occa- 
sionally come from presidents, often from 
members of congress, constantly 
from 


able lawyers concerned with some client's 


' welfare, insistently from welfare organi- 


• zations, none of which appreciated the 


great principle at stake and the hazard 


t that is faced when departure is taken 
• from the safe anchorage of the American 


system and tradition. 


Mr. Lippmann's idea that it is better to 


permit the supreme court by "enlight- 
ened interpretation" to actually strip the 
constitution of its flesh is only one'form 
of the insistent hammering to which the 
court has been constantly subjected but 
has constantly rejected. 


The court, unflustered by the turmoil, 


sticks to its oath of office. It is the most 
loyal friends the people of the United 
States have.

It has no significance as a measure of la- 
bor. 
The act of stealing the dollar is, 


probably an effort to avoid labor. 
In 


event of conviction, punishment only in- 
frequently entails a type of labor that has 
a dollar-value. 


Could the principle of justice adminis- 


tered by the justice be given wider ap- 
plication, there is reason to believe it 
would have wholesome effects. The threat 
of like punishment should discourage 
some persons contemplating theft. Its ap- 
plication certainly would instill an in- 
creased respect for the value of a dollar 
as a measure of labor among those serv- 
ing sentences.

Yet the wanton mur- 
der of a happy boy of ten, the crushing 
in of his head lest his uncorrupted tongue 
some day speak evidence in court, rates 
far above the other crimes. But when you 
add to this horrible concoction "the fact 
that the offense was committed to capit- 
alize upon the God-inspired devotion of 
parenthood into which was poured a gen- 
erous amount of duplicity with the pur- 
pose of killing the child and thus remov- 
ing any possible evidence or the danger 
of his return and at the same time obtain- 
ing a ransom based upon his safe release, 
we have reached the very pinnacle of 
crime and cruelty and depravity. Further 
all the designers of past outrages could 
not contrive. 


The Thing at Tacoma will be found 


just as Hauptmann was found. It will be 
found because every force of Nature is 
outraged and recoiling at what has tran- 
spired. The earth and the heavens are 
more distorted and disarranged by such 
a crime than if a tornado had devastated 
an extensive area. 


The Thing will not understand the 


tremendous forces thai are working to its 
ruin. It will not appreciate why men feel 
its presence, the malignancy of its soulless 
eyes, the malice of its corroded heart, the 
poison of its fetid breath. 


Nature simply demands that this evil 


apparition be caught and the mistaken life 
housed within its morbid flesh snuffed out 
that it may no longer degrade habitations 
with its viciousness. The Thing does not 
realize that if it can live and act and still 
live again the earth is out of balance. 


No more awful occurrence could be 


invented than the Tacoma crime. It was 
not perpetrated by a human being. It 
was accomplished by "a monster begot 
upon itself, born on itself." 


If it be said that the offense should be 


softened by a consideration of the mad- 
ness of the culprit let it be realized that 
the 
means 
employed 
in 
concealing 


the child, in avoiding capture, even in 
destroying the child to hide evidence, are 
all proof of something more cunning than 
madness. 


And let it be realized, too, that the 


tendency of humankind, both decent and 
weak though it be, to cover up awful of- 
fenses with the plea of insanity instead 
of exterminating the perpetrator, may be 
a very material cause of the continuance 
of such offenses.

Numerous readers, 
medical and podiatral, if there is 
such a word, have called my atten- 
tion to the fact that the recognized 
school of chiropody-podiatry re- 
quires that the student attend three 
full years, not just one year, as I 
assumed. 


Thaf s not so good. Why not add 


another year or two and graduate 
the student as a physician? 


The president of the foremost 


school of chiropody-podiatry, a phy- 
sician of high standing, tells me 
. . . "We have an absolute charter 
from the Regent . . . and are hope- 
ful when- the time comes to gradu- 
ate the entrance class of 1940 that 
the title now given our graduates 
(Pod. G.) will be but a memory in 
the face of the degree, 'Doctor of 
Podiatry.'" 


What did I tell you? 
The great trouble with this coun- 


try is that we have too much edu- 
cation and not enough training, 
practice or experience. Too much 
bok stuff and not enough appren- 
ticeship. Too much science and not 
enough art We're great on telling 
how it 
should be done, but we 


haven't the skill to do it. This ap- 
plies to physicians, or medicine, 
dentors or dentistry, nurses and 
nursing, 
and 
chiropody-podiatry 


too. 


I hope the day will never come 


when the graduate of the school of 
chiropody-podiatry will be priv- 
ileged to call himself "Doctor of 
Podiatry." 


In New York State some years

of mind. Perhaps he will abdicate 
and rush lor solace to the hills of 
Western Austria, doing penance 
meantime by reading a share of 
the Sunday service.

about patronage, and the result, 
so he vehemently told the senate, 
was that even more of his patron- 
age in West Virginia was cut off 
in favor of his colleague, Senator 
Neely.

_The word came from the unofti- 
cial committee on. senate patronage 
which explained that Holt "gave 
comfort, if not aid. to those -who 
were seeking to defeat the Demo- 
cratic national ticket, and also op- 
posed the election of a Democrat 
to the United States senate." 


In his campaign against Neely's 


re-election, Holt insisted he had a 
better record of Roosevelt support 
than his colleague. For his own 
election in 1934 he campaigned on 
a 100-per-cent-Roosevelt platform 
Besides opposing Neely, Holt em- 
phasized his independence by key- 
noting Father Coughlin's social 
justice 
convention in Cleveland 


and by conferring with Governor 
Landon during the campaign. 


There is no doubt about it, Holt 


has been a naughty boy in his par- 
ty relations and not much help 
legislatively speaking. He intro- 
duced only one measure last ses- 
sion and that was to request an in- 
vestigation of the WPA in West 
Virginia. 


But to some - disinterested ob- 


servers, cutting

patronage seemed a sort of fly- 
swatting gesture. Even the recal- 
citrant Huey Long, who cut 10 
times the figure of young Holt, 
kept his senate patronage. A cap- 
ital policeman- he chose held his 
job all during the time Huey^ was 
barking the shins of fellow sena- 
tors and even 
going after 
the 


prince of patronage princes, Post- 
master General Farley.

Own Worst Enemy 


After all, Holt has been his own 


most formidable antagonist. By 
filibustering against the Guffey coal 
bill he alienated the coal miner sup- 
port that helped elect him in 1934. 
Instead of making a record as a 
liberal in the senate he plowed out 
a pile of his West Virginia trou- 
bles and sought to market them on 
the senate floor as a national issue. 


Where his colleagues might have 


left him alone as a troublesom» 
but perhaps upcoming youngstei 
eligible to learn, they chose in- 
stead to crack down on him by 
snatching away his elevator boys 
and policeman.

VIII—MANCHUS AND "PIG- 


TAILS" 


A year or two ago, I asked a man 


who draws pictures for a daily pic- 
ture strip why he was 
putting 


queus or "pigtails" on the Chinese 
characters in his story. 


"I know they don't have pigtails 


anymore," he repiled, "but that's a 
way to show they are Chinamen." 


When Chinese men wore pig-tails 
For my part, I think we should 


keep up with the times, and should 
think of the 
Chinese as 
people 


without pigtails. We cannot say that 
no Chinamen have kept their old- 
tirne style of hair-dressing, but the 
custom is just about a thing of the 
past. 


The pigtail story goes back al- 


most 300 years. 
The last emper- 


or of the Ming dynasty lost a bat- 
tle against Chinese who had risen 
in revolt.- He escaped capture, but 
went to a hillside and hanged him- 
self. Peking, his capital city, was 
taken over by the rebels. 


Meanwhile a 
Chinese general 


named Wu had gone to the north 
with an army to fight against the 
Manchu Tartars. A message 
was 


brought to him telling of the cap- 
ture of Peking. 
Then he 
made 


peace with the Manchu army and 
entered into a plain, or plot, to 
join them and go south 
to drive 


the rebels out of Peking. 


The plan was successful, and the 


Chinese rebels were driven 
away. 


The Manchus, however, decided to 
stay in Peking and make them- 
selves at home. General 
Wu was 


given the honor of being called a 
prince, but the real power went to 
the Manchus. They started what 
was called the 
"Ta 
Ching" 
(or 


"Great Pure"') dynasty. 


In the 
years 
which followed, 


there were rebellions against the 
Manchus, but all were put down. 
Different Chinese leaders claimed 
the right to the throne, and be- 
cause the Chinese did not work 
together the men from Manchuria 
were able to make their 
power 


firm. 


The Manchus made many Chi- 


nese angry when they ordered all 
men in China to shave their heads 
in front, and at the same time to 
allow the hair in the back to grow 
long. When the hair reached down 
some distance, it was braided into 
a queu or pigtail. This law was 
made to force the Chinese to show 
their "loyalty" to the new line of 
kings. 


As time went on. the custom ot 


wearing pigtails grew popular. The 
people forgot that Manchu power 
had been forced on them. Even 
Chinamen who went to far coun- 
tries to carry on the laundry bus- 
iness kept their pigtails. Perhaps 
they were afraid they never could 
go home without them, but at least 
they did keep them, and seemed 
not to mind. 


Then came a revolt—a quarter 


ot a century ago. The last of the 
Manchu emperors lost his throne. 
Laws were passed to bring an end 
to the pigtails. Some Chinese were 
glad to cut them off, but others 
were worried. "What if the Man- 
chus should get back into power?" 
they asked. 


In certain cities, soldiers were 


stationed in different places. When 
they saw a man with a pigtail, they 
ordered him to halt. Then, with 
big shears, they cut off his queu. 
Millions of pigtails were lost, and 
a great deal of the hair went into 
the hairnet industry, to give wom- 
en in other lands "nets" to hold 
their hair in- place.

A "mystery" witness from Wor- 


cester, Mass.: the unusual aspect of 
a murder trial before three justices 
without a jury; and the sordidness 
of the state's charges that Simpson 
criminally attacked the girl in the 
darkened hall of a Danceland casi- 
no added to the drama of the -trial.

The girl was screaming "go away 


from me. . . leave me alone," the 
state contends, when she plunged 
through the windows of the casino 
to fall 25 feet to a concrete side- 
walk last July.

led the band, played the saxaphone 
and cornet, and generally was the 
life of the summer nights at the 
casino, 11 miles from here on Long 
Island sound, offered a simple de- 
fense.

with him to the dance ball to re- 
cover while he got his instruments, 
and leaped from a window after 
becoming hysterical* Simpson in- 
sists he did not molest the girl:

number of large crappies, as well 
as some Oswego bass and northern 
pike, I went onto it late the after- 
noon of the second day. 


I used a light fly .rod and arti- 


ficial flies. The crappies 
began 


breaking water all over* the lake as 
the sun went down. I caught one 
at almost every cast from that time 
until darkness set in. Only a limit- 
ed number of the largest were re- 
tained. Several of these weighed 
fully 
two 
pounds apiece. 
The 


smaller ones were returned to "the 
water unharmed. For crappie fish- 
ing this lake is hard to beat. 


The third morning, with my host, 


I fished for muskies on Muskel- 
lunge lake, but without 'success. I 
cast 
for them persistently 
with 


many types of lures, and trolled 
with spoons, but failed to get a 
rise. I did, however, land a large- 
sized northern pike which gave 
me a good battle. This fish was 
also released. 


That afternoon we went over to 


the Bradley dam on the Tomahawk 
river where we caught 13 bullheads 
that 
weighed 
approximately 
a 


pound apiece. Walleyes are taken 
on wet flies below the dam. but 
they were not hitting at the time I 
visited it All told, the region I 
speak of today is a good one.

Four miles from the crash scene, 


Roger Pollard, 19, a patient at the 
sanitarium, shouted, to his nurses:

Robinson who hobbled on his in- 


jured ankle to meet the first res- 
cue party, said: 


"We had no warning that an3r- 


thing was wrong We were riding 
along very smoothly. Suddenly the 
plane began to drop—drop. Then 
there was a terrible crash." 


The stewardess, confirming Rob- 


inson's account that there had been 
no inkling of trouble, said "we were 
talking about ham and eggs." 


The plane, due in the Union ter- 


minal at 10 45 a. m. yesterday re- 
ported at 11.05 a. m. It was "com- 
ing down to localizer at field." The 
message referred to the airport's 
radio directional beam." 


Pilot's Account 


Pilot Lewis gave this account of 


the accident to Gardner: 


"We had heavy weather as we 


came over Saugus. The Burbank 
station seemed to be tied up with 
other calls for I couldn't get through 
to Union Air terminal for my exact 
bearings. Ice had formed on the 
ship and I was driven to the left of 
my course -while attempting to 
cross the range through Newhall 
pass. 


"One of the motors was sputter- 


ing badly. I thought it was going 
to be ripped from its nacelle. I de- 
cided then that the only thing to 
do was to make a forced landing. 


"Suddenly out of the fog, direct- 


ly in front of us, loomed the snow 
capped Santa Clara ridge. I turned 
off my motors and pancaked the 
ship" on the side of the mountain."
